The 
platform says we hold to the use of both 
gold and silver as the standard money 
of the country and the coinage of both 
gold and silver without discrimination 
against either metal or charge for mintage. 

‘o that declaration in favor of the free 
coinage of both gold and silver are added 
these conditions: First, that the dollar, 
the unit of coinage of both metals must 
be of eqaul intrinsic and exchangeable 
value, and, second, be acijusted to interna- 
tion agreement, or, third, by such safe 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals. 
Mr. Cleveland has discarded two of the 
main plans for maintaining the free coin- 
age of gold and silvey* and has taken the 
position in favor of an international agree- 
ment and that only. In other words, he 
denies the power of the United States 
to act without the aasistance of other 
nations, thus making our legislation depend 
on the will of other patrons. 
Whether the democratic party 
Wii consent to the construction or the 
mutilation of its platform remains to be 
seen. In my judgment, the president’s po- 
sition on the silver question cannot be 
supported by the party without serious 
injury to the party itself and I think it 
far better that dissenting democrats should 
frankly express themselves, even if it is 
necessary to differ with the president, rather 
than that they shenid compel some other 
party to administer the rebuke.

Mr. Blackburn Declines Two Little 
Tropical Consulships, 


Fever Is Epidemic at One Place and 
Negroes Endemic at the Other. 


HE 18 NOT A $2,000 A YEAR MAN. 


The Ex-Editor Properly Places a Higher 
Valuation Than That on His Services 
to the President Last Year. 


Washington, September 28.—(Special.)— 
Mr, B. M. Blackburn, of Atlanta, stands 
before the public as the only man who haa 
refused a consulship from this adminis- 
tration. Mr. Blackburn was tendered his 
choice of two consulships, Clenfuegos, Cuba, 
and St. Thomas, West Indies. Mr. Black- 
burn declined to accept either, though a 
salary of $2,500 is attached to each office 
and there are fees in additic Mr. Black- 
burn, in the first place, thougk 4is salary 
too small; in the second, neithe- place offer- 
ed any inducements to him. Clenfuegos, 
he says, is the secon worst yellow fever 
breeding town in the world, le St. 
Thomas is the home of the ne Mr. 
Blackburn felt that he had his uce be- 
tween a home in the midst 07 w fever 
or home in the midst of nef He-was 
not so anxious for an office “ake either. 

The tender was made to Mr.: Blackburn 
personally by the president a few digs ago. 
Mr. Blackburn had called in company 
with Speaker Crisp. When Mr. Black- 
burn declined to accept either of the consul- 
ships, Mr. Cleveland suggested that Post- 
master Genera: Bissell might give him a 
good place in ti.e mail service at Atlanta. 
The postmaster general found that to be in 
the classified service and he could not give 
it to him. Mr. Blackburn declined te ac- 
cept a chief of divisions place in Washing- 
ton at $2,000. H» and his friends feel that 
he is entitled to something better than has 
been tendered him. Feeling that way he 
has declined the tenders on the part of 
the president and left for Atlanta this 
morning. Mr. Blackburn has not gone 
home in a fit of indignation, as many disap- 
pointed ones have done, but he feels that 
the president has not tendered him an office 
that he can in justice to himself accept. 

General Gordon Coming .Home. 

General Gordon and Mrs. Gordon left 
for Georgia today. The general goes to 

‘aylor county to his farm to recuperate for 
a week or two. His health has been very 
bad lately. 

George J. Thomas, formerly of Atlanta, 
has been appointed to a $1,200 position in 
the interstate commerce commission.

Captain Joe Printup, of Rome, is pushing 
his application for a position in the army as 
paymaster. 

Hard to Get Bissell to Act. 

The president seems in no hurry to re- 
move LDostmaster Lewis, of Atlanta, and 
appoint Dr: Fox. Mr. Bissell says thet 
Mr. Lewis's term does not expire until De- 
cember. Though he was appointed in 
June, he was not confirmed until De- 
cember, and Mr. Bissell says that it is a 
rule of the department to recognize terms of 
postmasters from their own confirmation by 
the senate. 

Senator Colquitt and Colonel Livingston, 
however, do ‘not believe in the correctness 
of any such ruling and they are urging the 
appointment of Dr. Fox immediately. The 
appointment may go in any day now, as 
the pressure upon Mr. Cleveland not to 
delay the matter any longer is strong. 
Georgians look upon the delay as inexcusa- 
ble. They think Mr. Bissell should do 
business and not waste time in bickering 
over small matters. 

Another matter which is being unneces- 
sarily delaying in the appointment of a col- 
lector of the port of Atlanta. The Georgia 
congressmen are getting very tired of this 
delay and they think Mr. Cleveland should 
appoint some one and end the matter. 
Because the delegation is divided, they ar- 
gue, is no reason why a negro should be 
retained in the office when his term has 
long since expired. 

Alabama Raises Some Cash. 

Colonel Jones, of Alabama; is here. He 
has just returned from New York dhd is en 
route home. He went to New York to 
borrow something over $300,000 for the 
state of Alabama. He secured the sum 
at 6 per cent interest on the faith and 
credit of the state but did it after much diffi- 
culty.

It seems that 
such arguments are used on all occasions 
to coerce southern senators into voting for 
the sole interests of Wall street against the 
interests of other sections of the country. 

Yan Alen’s Chances Are Poor, 

The senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions has, up to date, not reported the nomi- 
nation of J. J. Van Alen, the monocled 
citizen of Rhode Island and London, as 
ambassador to Italy. A very strong and 
vigorous fight is being made against the 
confirmation of Van Alen. 

It seems that the leading democrats of 
Rhode Island have sent forward statements 
repudiating him and many petitions from 
the democracy in New York and the New 
England states have come to Senators Hill 
and Murphy, of New York, requesting 
them to defeat. the confirmation of this 
man whose only service to the democracy 
has been his contribution to the campaign 
There is a very strong sentiment in the 
senate among both democrats and repub- 
licans against him, and the president ts 
being urged to withdraw the nomination. 
That, however, the president cannot do 
with either grace or dignity, and he is re- 
maining silent.

Dr. Knott's Theary of Fever. 

Dr. James J. Knott, of Atlanta, a well- 
known physician and scientist, is here to 
see Surgeon General Wyman. He has 
come to Washington to submit to the sur- 
geon general a new theory about yellow 
fever, its origin and edre. He holds that 
the scourge it not propagated from a germ 
but that it is a phosphorescent poison and 
‘that it becomes an epidemic under certain 
conditions of the atmosphere. The doctor 
will apply to the surgeon general for peér- 
mission to go to Brunswick and establish 
a separate hospital for the treatment of 
the disease, providing he can act indepen- 
dently of the government surgeons now in 
charge of that infected port. So confident 
is Dr. Knott that he has a safe and sure 
treatment that he will ‘agree to spend all 
of his time, day and night, in his hospital 
among his patients. Soe years ago when 
the yellow fever was epidemic in Chattanoo- 
ga, Dr. Knott proceeded to that city and 
spent much of his time among the sick. 
He cites as an instance of his professional 
success in that city that he not only es- 
caped the disease himself but not one of 
twenty-two nurees who worked with him 
was stricken.

Mess:s. Morse and Fithian Filing Insulte at 
Each Other. 

Washington, September 28.—-There were leas 
than one hundred members present at noon 
today in the house, and the majority of those 
in attendance sat on the republican side of 
the main aisle. 

At the opening of the session Mr. Morse, 
of Massachusetts, stirred up another row be- 
tween himself and Mr. Fithian, of Tilinois, in 
which the Ne was passed from both sides. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, stopped the scene 
by demanding the regular order. 

The federal election repeal bill was then 
taken up, and the house was addressed by 
Mr. Black, of Illinois. He expressed his grati- 
fication that there seemed to be a disposition 
on both sides of the house to argne this ques- 
tion calmfy and quietly. He would not dis 
cuss the, constitutional question. Even if it 
were true—which he denied—that there was a 
‘constitutional power in the government to 
enact the system of laws which {t was now 
sought to repeal it was none the less true 
that for three-quarters of a century after the 
adoption of the federal constitution there had 
been no trace of such laws and there had been 
no instance of the exercise of such power by 
the federal government. [If there had becn 
a time when these laws were of use the 
time for that use had gone.

What wae 
needed was not the prevention of violence 
in far away places, but the prevention of 
corruption in places near by. What was 
needed was the protection of the ballot box 
against political ignorance. The laws had 
been designed to intensify the race issue. 
They appealed to force and not to reason, 
They were an obstruction to progress and 
should be repealed. 

Atrocious and Vicious. 

Mr. Johnson, of Indiana, is the most rapid 
speaker in the house; and he maintained his 
reputation when he took the floor in opposi- 
tion to the bill. He hesitated not at the out- 
set to stigmatize the measure as the climax 
of all that was atrocious and vicious in legisia- 
tion. It repealed all that was near and dear 
to the American heart. It was the unfortunate 
child of a wretched conspiracy that was 
conceived in total ignorance of the funda- 
mental principles upon which this govern- 
ment was constructed. This government was 
neither a depotism, a monarchy nor an aris- 
tocracy. It was a mighty republic—a re- 
public in which the people were sovereign—a 
republic in which the people govern them- 
selves under the provisions of a written con- 
stitution which was the product of their 
own bands. The pending measure was noth- 
ing, more nor less, than a cold blooded propo- 
sition to repeal the laws which made the vioila- 
tion of election methods a crime. It was a 
cowardly hoisting of the white flag.

A Train on the Mobile and New Orleans 
Division of the L. & N. Ditched. 


THREE NEGROES KILLED OUTRIGHT 


And Others Will Die From Their 
Injuries. 


THE SWITCH HAD BEEN OPENED 


Asrest of Two Men Suspected of Causing 
the Wreck—Switch Keys Found 
on One of Them 


Mobile, Ala., September 28.—A. Gulf- 
port, Miss., special to The Register says the 
worst wreck in the history of the Mobile 
and New Orleans division of the Louisville 
and Nashvilie railroad was that which 
occurred there at 1 o'clock this morning. 
Passenger train No. 2, consisting of three 
sleepers, passenger and smoking coaches, 
mail and baggage and express car and 
engine and tender, went into an open 
switch. The train was running forty-five 
miles an hour when the accident occurred. 
Investigation by the railroad officials after 
the accident showed that the switch, which 
had been properly set and locked, had been 
opened. The lock burst off with a large 
pine knot and thrown away. Three negro 
tramps riding on the blind baggage be- 
tween the tender and the baggage car were 
killed.

The shock uncoupled the ten- 
der, which kept on the main track, riding 
on its wheel flanges till a hundred yards be- 
yond where the engine was wrecked, and 
as it left the rails capsized completely. ‘The 
baggage and express car followed the en- 
gine and collapsed alongside of it. he 
mail car left the track to the left and was 
shattered inte&splinters. The smokers and 
passenger cys followed the wrecked 
engine and baggage car and the first-class 
coach were piled on top of the smoker. 
The first sleeper left the rails 
but remained on the road- 
bed. The other two sleepers did not leave 
the rails. The train reached Mobile at 
11:45 o'clock. 

The wounded negro tramp will die. The 
physicians think that no other persons in- 
jured are mortally hurt. Physigians from 
Mobile, Bay St. Louis, Mississippi City 
and Handsboro were sent to Gulfport by 
the railroad oflicials. | 

As soon as news of the accident was re- 
ceived in Mobile and New Orleans this 
morning early a wrecking train from Mo- 
bile and another from New Orleans were at 
Gulfport before daylight and the wounded 
men were given every attention.

TO RESIST THE REDUCTION. 


Employes of the Railroads Hold a Meeting 
in Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., September 28.—The em- 
ployes of the Chesapeake and Ohio, Louis- 
ville and Nashville, and Memphis and 
Charleston railroads held a secret meeting 
here Tuesday night for the purpose of per- 
fecting the organization and to resist the 
proposed reduction in salaries on some ‘of 
the roads, and to resist the strikers who are 
out on others. 

The Cincinnaty and Ohio have notified its 
employes of a reduction of 10 per cent in 
salaries, taking effect October Ist. 

The Louisville and Nashville and Mem- 
phis and Charleston shopmen are still out. 
At a meeting last mght committees were 
appointed to visit the general officers of 
the different roads for the purpose of ad- 
justing the differences. The action of the 
railroads in raising the rates on all Mem- 
phis freight has alienated the sympathy 
of business men from the roads, and Mem- 
phis business men are loud with denuncia- 
tion of railroads. 

Another Strike at Louisville. 

Loufsville, Ky., September 28.—-The switch- 
men and yard engineers employed in the man 
yards of the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
quit work again tonight. The men claim they 
struck ae individuals and without recoznition 
by their organizations.

THAT DIAMOND DOLLAR. 


A Correspondent of The. Constitution Says 
There Are Plenty of 1804 Dollars. 
Dalton, Ga,, September 28.—Editor Consti- 
tution—Dear Sir: In Monday's Constitution 
under tne head of “The Diamond Dollar,”’ I 
notice that a dealer in old curiosities, etc., 
makes the statement that in 1804 there were 
no silver dollars coined. Now, if he will per- 
mit me, I will show him to be wistaken. In 
1804 there was coined silver dollars $19,570, 
silver in half dollars $78,259.50, in quarters 
$1,684.50 and in dimes $826.50. In 1815 there 
was coined 321 silver dollars, and in half dol- 
dars $105,861, $30,348.50 in quarters, $12,778.00 
in dimes and $780 in half ney

The curio dealer whose interview furnished 
the basis of the “Diamond Dollar” article 
was shown the foregoing letter by a Constitu- 
tion reporter yesterday. 

“You may tell the writer,” he remarked, 
“that I wik ‘bet him $50 to 25 cents that ine is 
wrong about the 1804 dollar.. Some years 
ago I made personal inquiries at the treasury 
department and was assured that no such 
coin was ever issued. On my return to At- 
lanta I thought to make assurance doubly 
sure and wrote to the superintendent of the 
mint. He replied to me that the United 
States had coined no dollars in 1804. 

“Now, according to this letter,"’ he contin- 
ned, “there were 19,570 dollars’ coined that 
year. If such ‘was the case it would be h.gh- 
ly unreasouable to suppose that only four 
were in existence today, and that, I believe, 
is the claim of the author of the mypyth. 
There is no doubt but that the legend of 
the diamond dollar is very stubborniy main- 
tained by dealers and if .heir catalogues are 
evidence any quantity of proof can be ad- 
duced. But what I said, and still affirm, is 
that the government issued no such coin and 
that it is repudiated by the treasury depart- 
ment.

obn Rutherford, Well Known in Atlan- 
tas Criminal History, 


HAS BEEN SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


He Is One ofthe Convicts Who Killed the 
Guards in Attempting to Escanpe—He 
Will Hang in November Next. 


John Rutherford, one of the most desper- 
ate and daring of the convict army of 
Georgia is to be hung at Trenton on the 
17th of November. 

Rutherford was sent up from Fulton 
county and is well known in Atlanta. 

It was in Atlanta that he began his ca- 
reer of crime which has ended in his prom- 
ise of death at the hands of the hangman. 
And when his death is accomplished there 
are many people in the city who will rest 
easier for it. 

Ten years ago Rutherford, who is nearly 
white, was one of the most respected of 
Atlanta’s. many negroes. He was then ein- 
ployed at*the Markham, and was consider- 
ed one of the most honest and faithful of 
its many servants. In fact, so great was 
the confidence of Mr. Huff, then the pro- 
prietor of the house, in Rutherford that the 
negro was always entrusted wii the keys 
He was known by a great many people 
and was polite and attentive to all who 
came in his way. Those who knew him 
looked upon him as a model negro and no 
negro in Atlanta had more friends than he. 

but all the time Rutherford was enjoying 
the good opinions of his white friends he 
was doing some of the most daring robbery 
and burglary work ever recorded in the 
south. He was not the leader of any gang, 
neither was he a wember of one. He was 
working by himself, and all the pelf he 
gathered he enjoyed. His work was about 
the cleverest and most complete ever known 
in the city, and it took the officers a long 
time to catch up with bim. In fact, he 
was not even suspected when he was de- 


' tected in the act of burglary, and his arrest 


created a bigger sensation than the arrest 
of any negro ever made in the city. 

The ofticers who arrested Kutherford 
found it necessary to shoot him down be- 
fore they could get him, 

Mr. Charles Sindall 
time of the arrest’ residing on 
the corner of Cone and Walton 
streets. His house was twice burglarized 
and the best work of the best detectives 
in the city could not find any clue to the 
burglars, The work was of the boldest, as 
well as of the most successful character, 
and it was the boldness with which it was 
executed that puzzled the officers working 
on the case. The burglar was in the habit 
of entering the house after the family had 
gone to bed, taking what he wanted and 
leaving without being detected. 

One night Mr. Sindall thought he heard 
a noise at one of his windows and made an 
investigation. He found no one about the 
place, however, and retired, but was not 
molested that night. Past experience with 
his mysterious midnight visitor induced him 
to think that he would return the next 
night and seon after breakfasting Mr. Sin- 
dail called at Police headquarters and noti- 
fied Chief Connolly. The chief detailed 
Patrolmen Abbott and Steerman to watch 
the place and see if the burglar returned. 
They loafed around awhile and then went 
into the house and were secreted in the 
parior. Mr. and Mrs. Sindall were in the 
next room asleep and the two officers had 
begun to doze when a noise Was made 
near the door. Without moving Steerman 
and Abbott prepared for action. hey did 
not have to wait long before the window 
blinds began to open. Then a hand raised 
the window and a man stepped in. The 
room was dark and the man after looking 
carefully around, drew the blinds too be- 
hind him. Then he groped his way to- 
wards Mr. Sindall’s bedroom. 

All this time Mr. and Mrs. Sindail, who 
had heard the noise, were breathlessly 
waiting for the oflicers to act., 

Kutheriord crossed tae parior floor and 
was in the act of entering the bedroom 
when the officers called to him. ‘The ne- 
gro wheeled quickly and made a dash for 
the window, through which he had entered 
tue house. ‘Jie Oulicers seelug tus Gecermi- 
huuich lu gel away Ured. ‘due vali struck 
the negro in the ip aud he fell, but m 
au insiant he was vl his ieet again any 
Was dasuing through the window. Severai 
shots Were fired before the negro got out, 
Sir. Sindall taking part in tne snooting 
himself. «As the npegro sprang through the 
window the ofiicers darted after him, tiring 
as they ran. ‘Lhe negro made a hard race 
for liverty, but the ball had brought the 
blood in such profusion that his strength 
gave out aud he was compelled to drop tu 
the sidewalk, 

The otticers almost carried the negro to 
police headquarters, where medical aid was 
rendered. At police headquarters he was 
identified as John Rutherford, and in his 
pockets were found the keys to the Mark- 
bam house pantry. Kutherford fought the 
doctor when he came to dress his wounds 
and would not permit him to approach until 
the officers held him. ~ 

The arrest of Rutherford and the shoot- 
ing created a great sensation. the next day. 

Rutherford was taken to jail and for the 
only time in. his life, after his career of 
crime became known, was as mild as a 
lamb. He complained of intense pain in 
his wounded thigh and was apparently un- 
able to walk. r. Boring, now dead, was 
then county physician, and gave the negro 
every attention. Rutherford was as meek 
and mild as could be and was soon made an 
occupant of the trusty’s department. That 
was just what he wanted and he had not

| been there many days before he organized 


and led a gang to escape. Rutherford was 
lucky enough to get off, and had 
been away several days when he 
was arrested by a conductor 
on the Bast Tennessee road, near Stock- 
bridge. Rutherford fought the conductor 
but was overcome and brought back to At- 
lanta and jailed. .He was never given any 
more trusty places and when his trial came 
off he was sent up for twenty years. en 
the judge sentenced him Rutherford abused 
every one connected with the trial and 
swore he would never serve the term but 
would come back and kill all in atiy way 
interested in his conviction. Was sent 
to the Dade coal mines, marked as a dan- 
gerous and desperate man, and before he 
had been there six months he proved it to 
be true by escaping. After his escape he 
came back to Atlanta and was found here 
one Sunday afternoon. dozen officers 
went to his home to arrest him and he 
fought them hard, wounding one of them 
and causing another to be hurt by being 
thrown from his __shorse. He

Two Daya’ Trial. 

Trenton, Ga., September 28.—(Special.)— 
John Rutherford, a cored convict at Cole 
City, has had considerable notoriety im the 
histofy of crime in Georgia. On June 22, 
1891, wihiie serving a sentence at Coie UCity, 
he, ‘with Wilson Palmer, Jack d.andsdown 
and other convicts, including the wicked ana 
depraved Ward, of criminal notoriety, con- 
spired to escape, and in the attempt two 
guards were killed, Paimer was wounded and 
Captain James Moreland, in charge of the 
camp was younded. 

The convitts were repulsed by the guards 
and heid in confinement. For the murderous 
conspiracy and riotous attempt and the kif)- 
ing of the guards, Pat Rowiand and Jack 
Rankin, the re jury found bills of indict- 
ment against Paimer, Rutherford, Seaborne, 
Lansdown and Abe Wayman. ‘Wayman has 
been tried for murder. Rutherford was put 
on trial for the murder of Jack Rankin at 
Trenton and two days were occupied in the 
frial. R. J. McCamy, am abie Jawyer, and 
Colonel R. G. Haie, represented Rutherford. 
The state was represented by Solicitor Gen- 
eral Fite and W.-M. Jacoway. Judge Mil- 
ner presided.

THE EVIL WAS ODEEP DOWN. 


Not to One Clause in a Law Does He At- 
tribute the Whole of the Trouble 
Which Beiell This Country. 


Washington, September 28.—(Special)— 
Senator Pasco, of Florida, in his speech 
yesterday made a profound impression on 
the senate. It was an able argument 
against unconditional repeal as the synopsis 
given below will show: 

Senator Pasco commenced by a reference to 
the condition of the country at the close of 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration as an indication 
of the difference in the situation then and 
in March last. He referred to the oft quoted 
expression that it is much easier to handle a 
surplus than a deficiency. He called attention 
to the fact that at the end of Mr. Cleveland’s 
first administration every obligation of the 
government had been promptly met; the pub- 
lic debt had been reduced more than two 
hundred and fifty millions; the receipts of the 
treasury were largely in excess of the ex- 
penditures, and were constantly increasing, 
and that there was a large cash surplus on 
hand in addition to the $100,000,000 in the re- 
serve fund. He compared this condition of 
affairs with the depleted state of the treasury 
when Mr. Harrison’s term closed, and asked 
“who believes that the disasters which fol- 
lowed Mr. Cleveland’s second inauguration 
would have occurred if Mr. Harrison had left 
the treasury in the prosperous condition in 
which he found it?”’ Mr. Harrison had the 
advantage of entering upon the administration 
of the government at a time when all the 
departments were in political harmony with 
the executive, and there was an opportunity 
of enacting such legislation as accorded with 
their views of governmental policy. The prin- 
cipal results of this legislation were a new 
tariff law, framed upon the idea that the 
revenue must be reduced by increasing the 
duties upon imported articles in the interest 
of certain favored and protected classes; the 
passage of a silver purchasing and coinage 
law, instead of a law providing for a bemetal- 
lic currency, and an enormous increase in the 
annual expenditures. The present situation 
was largely the result of this legislation. He 
referred to the president’s proclamation, call- 
ing congress in extraordinary session, and 
said that the responsibility of providing a 
remedy for the existing condition of things 
is with the legislative department, if the evils 
are such as can be mitigated by legislative 
action. He considered the symptoms of the 
recent embarrassed condition of the country 
and suggested that the first disturbance was 
no doubt caused by a preconcerted effort to use 
the treasury notes issued in payment of siiver 
bullion to draw the gold out of the treasury 
and thus force a new issue of bonds, but this 
effort had been thwarted by the timely action 
of the administration in resorting to the re- 
serve fund, when it became necessary to pro- 
tect the credit of the country. The dearth 
of money which followed was an indication 
that the remedy was not to stop the issue of 
treasury notes for the purchase of silver by 
the unconditional repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act; it rather indicated 
that the amount of currency should be in- 
creased. Senators would be unworthy of the 
high positions which they hold if they sbould 
act upon hasty and perhaps unfounded views 
of excited and alarmed people, instead of 
pursuing the course dictated by reason and 
judgment. The troubled condition of the 
country was not caused by a single bad sec- 
tion in one unwise law. The evil lies deeper, 
and the time has arrived when the causes 
of disquiet and disturbance should be ascer- 
tained and remedied, so that Dusiness pros- 
perity might be revived and the finances ef 
the country be placed upon a safe and sound 
basis. 

Advance the People’s Interests. 

He believed that the policy of the demo- 
cratic party, as expressed in its platform, if 
engrafted in our legislation, would advance 
the interests of our people, and they would 
be his guide in whatever action he might 
take with reference to the pending measure. 
The present troubles had grown directly or 
indirectly from the vicious legislation of form- 
er years—the demonetization of silver, the sil- 
ver purchase laws, the high protective tariff, 
extravagant appropriations and expenditures, 
The opportunity had come to the democratic 
party to put into force its thoeries of govern- 
ment—the first that had occurred during the 
present generation. Six. months of this oppor- 
tunity have passed and no progress has yet 
been made. Senators must remember that the 
responsibility of legislation rests upon the 
two houses of congress, and if they do not 
act there can be no action. 

He then reviewed at some length the coin- 
age laws of the country, calling attention to 
the fact that the people had enjoyed the free 
coinage of silver and gold until 1873, and that 
these two metals had already been upon terms 
of equality in our coinage system, to the 
advantage of our business interests. The de- 
monetization of silver in 1873 had been the 
result of legislation which was neither in- 
tnded nor understood by leading men of both 
houses of congress when it passed. The es- 
tablishment of a single gold standard in this 
country in 1873, and at nearly the same time 
in Germany, France, Sweden, Norway and 
Spain, had been followed by a large decline 
in ‘the value of silver. This was accompanied 
by a like decline in the products of the farm 
and other commodities of trade, and the de- 
cline in prices could not be regarded as a 
mere coincidence. He quoted tables from a 
recent report of the committee of finance of 
the senate, to sliow that the price of cotton 
and corn had gradually tended downward 
since 1873, as the price of silver had. He 
showed from the finance report made jin the 
senate Im 1852, by Mr. Hunter, that such a 
decline was predicted in case the country 
should be brought to a single money standard, 
and quoted the views of celebrated European 
writers on finance, in harmony with the Hun- 
ter report, to show that prices varied with 
changes and quantity of money.

A Hard Lesson to Learn. 

The present crisis had affected these people 
less because they had long since learned the 
hard lesson of doing without.

The chief difficulty in the problem was to 
ascertain this ratio. He had suggested au 
amendment to the pending legislation some 
time ago, which he thought would obviate 
this difficulty. It: provided for the commence: 
ment of free silver coinage at some future 
day, and that the actual value of silver should 
be fixed by a commission after the passage of 
the bill, and before the artival of the time 
fixed for the actual beginning of free coinage. 
By naming a day in the future for the coinage 
to begin, after the policygis determined there 
will be an opportunity for the operation of the 
influence which is a potent element in making 
up the real value of the metal. He does not 
believe that the old ratio of 16 to 1 will be im- 
mediately restored, the depressing influence 
has been at work for twenty years, but the 
ratio is a mere incident. 

No Hope Here. 

While he is willing to trust the president 
and Mr. Voorhees, the chairman of the com- 
mittee did not beliéve that those who have 
joined with Mr. Voorhees in this report would 
assist him in any subsequent leg- 
islation friendly to silver, should 
the present bill pass.

They still propose to 
wait for an international agreement, and un- 
til England agrees upon a coinage ratio; but 
experience and reason teach us that her policy 
is against the double standard, and that her 
influence will be used in the future as it has 
been in the past to prevent its restoration. 
She is the creditor nation of the world, and 
prefers a single standard because it promotes 
her financial interests. The senator is not in 
favor of a waiting policy, but thinks the time 


has come for action, and that» the United 


States should assume the leadership upon this 
great question, and her action will arouse 
other nations to a like course and bimetallism 
will receive an impetus that will be felt all 
over the known world, 

He stated toward the conclusion of his

WHERE SENATOR JONES STANDS. 


He Says the Senate Will Never Consent to 
Unconditional Repeal. 

Washington, September 28.—(Special.)— 
The silver contest in the senate is growing 
decidedly interesting. The southern demo- 
cratic senators are becoming more deter- 
mined daily.

One o e earliest uses of an exclusi 
railroad car in this part of the country aon 
on the os of the marriage of Jenny 

© ereat shiger, wishing to pase 
her honeymoon far from the Y aaadatne 
croW, lured a cottage in Pivtsburg, and 
in order to be free from the intrusion of 
finpertinent starers, had a passenger car 
of the pattern in use fitted for her use as 
a drawing room by the removal of the 
seats and the supply in their place of Jux- 
urious household furniture. ‘This fashion 
was frequently adopted by other noted 
people of the Stage and by statesmen on 
an electioneering tour. Very likely the 
increased demand for the. luxury led to 
the invention of a car the use of which 
was for sale at retail, so to speak—that is 
a chair in it to be rented to any> one who 
came along. The early efforts were con- 
structed with a view to privacy, being a 
series of apartinents of various sizes. ‘The 
open room, which has been an encourage- 
ment to sociability, was quickly evolved. 
It is interesting to notice, by the way 
that the latest device for a drawing room 
cur is @ return to the apartment system. 

Some of the early dining cars were rough 
compared with the luxuriously appointed 
dining rooms on wheels that are now found 
all over the land. In those elder days you 
were forced to stand up against a counter 
built in the car, fore and aft, and there 
feed at a trough (almost literally one, siuce 
the top of the counter was provided with 
a ledge to prevent the plates from being 
tossed to the floor by the wobbling car), 
steadying your hand and arm with as much 
skill as you could master, just the same as 
on board ship. This luxury was for the 
use of the sterner sex only; women in 
those days were not expected to eat while 
traveling. Clumsy as was this arrange- 
ment, it was an improvement of the: rail- 
road restaurant, into which you rushed to 
grab your food and swallow it without go- 
ing through the process of mastication, 
and to swallow a cup of boiling hot coffee— 
in your haste your sense of taste was par- 
alyzed so that you were unable to tell what 
the scalding beverage was—all the time in 
mortal terror that the conductor’s irritating 
shout “all aboard!” would come before you 
had secured a fair equivalent for your 
money. 

The drawing room and sleeping cars of 
these days have come through a process of 
evolution. Admirable as they are in many 
ways as preventives of much of the weari- 
ness of long railroad journeys, they are still 
far from perfect. The science of heating 
them has reached a high point, but in the 
best of them, particularly the sleeping cars, 
ventilation is never first rate. There are 
many minor points that can be easily bet- 
tered. Why is it. for instance, that you 
never find a clock in a drawing room car? 
Is it because every passenger who can af- 
ford the luxury of the car is supposed to 
be furnished with a Frodsham chronometer 
or a Jurgensen repeater? Nevertheless, 
the clock would be appreciated, and so, too, 
would be a time table, in big type, of the 
actual train on which you are traveling. 
As a bit of evidence to show the slowness 
of evolution, it is interesting to note that 
only within a short time has there been 
built a drawing room or sleeping car in 
which every corner and edge are rounded off 
so as to prevent discomfort if you are 
tossed or thrown against a partition or 
casing. 


EARLY DINING CARS. 


The Great Experiment of a New York and 
Chicago Line in 1853. 


The first dining cars run in this country, 
or any other for that matter, were run be- 
tween New York and Chicago via_the 
Northern Central, Grand Trunk and Mich- 
igan Central in the year 1853. The officers 
of these different companies met in New 
York in the spring of that year, and among 
other things discussed was. the feasibility 
of running dining cars over the connect- 
ing lines, especially on one train known as 
the lightning express, which was run be- 
tween New York and Chicago. Trains as 
fast as this one were compelled to make 
two stops for meals while making the run— 
one at Marshall’s, the other at Jackson, 
twenty minutes for each meal, making for- 
ty-one minutes of valuable time lost. 

After discussing the question for some 
time it was finally decided to try it. The 
seats were taken out of the ordinary coach 
and tables put along either side with stools 
fastened to the floor, giving it the appear- 
auce of a restaurant. The rear of the bag- 
gage car was fitted to answer the purposes 
of a kitchen, and there the cooking was 
done.

Sent in a Batch to Back Up 
Senator Cameron. 

Washington, September 28.—The reading of 
yesterday’s journal was lot half completed 
in the senate before Mr. Hoar catled attention 
to the fact that there was no quorum pfesent. 
The roll was then caked. Thirty-four senators 
answered, one more than & quorum, and the 
reading of the journal was continued. Several 
petitions from various parts of Pennsylvania, 
praying for the free coinage of silver, were 
resented by Mr. Cameron. 
Phe la offered yesterday by Mr. Tel- 
ler calling oa the treasury deparrment for 
information as to “when, in what amounts 
and under what circumstances” interest on 
the government bonds had been anticipated 
since July 1, 1880, was laid before the senate. 
It provoked some debate but was finally 


agreed to. 

The repeal bill was then—at 12:05 o clock— 
taken up and Mr. Hoar entered into a long 
statement in refutation of a slander on @ 
former colleague of his (Mr. Hooper), chair- 
man of the house banking committee twenty 
years ago, concerning a supposed bribe from 
Ernest Seyd, a distinguished writeg on finance 
—a slander not only on Mr. Hooper, but on 
the American congress and the American peo- 

le. 

The discuss@n wae carried on for near 
an hour by Messrs. Hoar, Shermapv, Kyle, 
Voorhees, Pettigrew and Allison, the drift of 
it being the absurdity of supposing that there 
was any truth whatever in the Seyd slander 
and that the misquotation from Mr. Hooper’s 
speech has been in circulation for the last 


fifteen years without exposure. 

This incident having been disposed of, the 
consideration of the repeal bill was resumed, 
aud Mr. Peffer addressed the senate. He said 
that he had addressed the senate twice on 
the pending bill and amendments, and that 
he wished now to continue the discussion on 
some of the points brought out in those two 
addresses. The allegations made in the press 
and in the senate that the president had in- 
terfered with legislation, he (Mr. Peffer) could 
understand and make allowance for. Such in- 
terference, if there was any, only showed the 
president’s earnestness as 4 citizen as weil as 
an officer—his earnestness and his zeal to 
accomplish what he regarded as not only de- 
sirable legislation,: but unecessary legislation, 
and there was nothing improper in that. 

When he had spoken about twenty minutes 
the absence of a quorum was Called to the at- 
tention of the presiding officer by Mr. Stew- 
art. A momentary attendance of forty-six 
senators was secured by a call of the roll; 
and Mr. Peffer resumed his speech, first mod- 
estly disclaiming any desire of recalling sena- 
tors to the chamber who were probably absent 
from it getting their luncheon or attending to 
some other matters. He sent to the clerk’s 
desk and had read the president's letter 
published in this morning's papers to ov: 
ernor Northen, of ‘Georgia. He remarked 
of it that while the president represented him- 
self as a friend of bimetallism he did not 
explain what he meant. If he had suggested 
some kind of bimetallism, that would have 
been a proper subject of discussion. While 
insisting that he favored the use of botb 
gold and silver, the president made it r- 
fectly plain that he would measure silver 
by the gold standard, whereas the history 
of the country has been just the reverse— 
measuring gold by the silver standard. When. 
ever the administration was ready to accept 
an amendment to bring about the restoration 
of the old law—the free coinage of gold and 
silver—the repeal bill could be passed in twen- 
ty-five minutes. 
senator would care to say another word on 
the subject if only the chairman of the finance 
committee would indicate his readiness to 
accept that compromise—the restoration OT 
the law of 18387. Then senators could meet 
and “shake hands across the bloody chasm,’ 
pass the bill and take a rest for a week or 
two. But so far as he was concerned, and 
so far as the people of Kansas were concern. 
ed, that was the only compromise which 
they proposed to offer or accept. 

In the division of his argument into various 
subjects Mr. Peffer reached, _at 5:15 o'clock, 
what he called the subject of ‘‘parties.’’ Then 
he paused, and said that while he was willing 
to go on with his speech this evening and to 
continue till tomorrow morning at sunrise, 
he did not wish to weary the patience of 
the senate by asking the senators to remain 
longer than they wished to. Still he was 
quite ready to go ahead now. He only wished 
to submit the question to the senate. 

“Knowing as I do,’’ said Mr. Harris, ‘that 
there is a large accumulation of executive 
business on hand, I suggest to the senator 
from Kansas to let us go into executive ses- 
sion at this time.”’ 

Mr. Voorhees assented to the proposition, 
and the senate went into executive session. 
The doors were reopened at 5:42 and the sen- 


ate adjourned. .

How to Solidify the Party. 

A few of our contemporaries are 
throwing out vague himts about the pos- 
sible co-operation of the “anti-administra- 
tion’ democrats, whatever they are, and 
the populists. It is even intimated that 
the populists have been invited to join 
the “anti-administration” democrats, un- 
der the name of free-silver democrats, 
and The Augusta Herald and The Cov- 
ington Enterprise are disposed to treat 
the matter seriously. 

There is, of course, no foundation for 
ihe rumored understanding between the 
third party and a democratic faction, 
but such talk emphasizes The Constitu- 
tion’s advice to tthe democrats in con- 
gress ‘to hold a_ congressional caucus, 
agree upon their line of action and stick 
to it. Some differences of opinion ex- 
ist among democrats. but all that we 
have to do is to get together in the good 
old-fashioned way and settle or compro- 
mise them inside of the party. ‘There 
is not the slightest reason why any ele 
ment in the organization should march 
out of the ranks and make a deal with 
the third party. If our representatives 
in congress make the mistake of not 
adopting the caucus plan it is sall the 
more necessary that, here at home, we 
should caucus and perfect and strengthen 
our party organization, and abide the 
dictate of the convention. The party 
in Georgia is in fine shape, and its dif- 
ferences can easily be harmonized and a 
solid front presented to the enemy. It 
will be an easy matter to get together, 
and pull together, and we cannot for a 
moment entertain the idea that even a 
corporal’s guard of the party will dream 
of inviting the co-operation of the popu- 
lists when they can so readily unite and 
harmonize all the various elements of 
the democracy. In union ‘there is strength 
and division threatens destruction. Let 
us caucus, reason together, agree at any 
cost, and move forward in the same solid 
phalanx as of old. ° 


Governor Northen’s Action. 

Governor Northen is to be congrattu- 
lated on the fact that he did not deem it 
beneath his dignity to give to the presi- 
dent and the leaders of the party in 
Washington a glimpse of the true situa- 
tion in Georgia. For various reasons 
it has been thought best to print only a 
synopsis of that leter, but it need not be 
inferred from that fact that The Cons 
stitution does not endorse the statements 
that the governor made.

It should be recollected 
that Mr. Cleveland made this nomination,

An Important Matter. 

* It las been conceded for a long time 
that our water rates are higher than the 
manufacturers ought to pay. Seventeen 
cents per 1,000 gallons is a heavy tax 
on industrial establishments whose busi- 
ness compels them to use an immense 
quantity of water. 

When it was proposed to construct 
our new system of waterworks one of 
the strong arguments in its favor was 
the fact that it would give the manufac- 
turers cheaper rates. ‘This reduction 
was promised by 'the water commission- 
ers, and the promise should be carried 
out with as little delay as possible. The 
present rate is altogether too high, when 
compared with the rates of other cities, 
and when we take into consideration 
the value of manufacturing as an eco- 
nomic factor of progress and prosperity. 

The commissioners should take it up 
at the earliest possible day, and agree 
upon a water rate that will be fair and 
just under ‘the circumstances. 

We have an abundant supply of water, 
and it should be made as cheap as pos- 
sible. ‘The manufacturers’ rates should 
be reduced. Plenty of pure, prt peo 
is one of ‘the greatest blessings that a 
community can enjoy. 


Mugwumps Responsible, 

A correspondent who has been follow- 
ing pretty closely the attacks of The 
New York World on the man Van Alen, 
suggests that they have a deeper sig- 
nificance ‘than has yet been attributed to 
them. It may beso. ‘The World news- 
paper is a curious compound of news 
and spleen, and its idol of today may be 
its target of tomorrow. 

It has stuck to Mr. Cleveland through 
thick and tthin, and its allegiance to him 
has been in the nature of a redeeming 
trait, but we are now inclined to believe 
with our correspondent that the Van 
Alen business is in the nature of a covert 
attack on the president. 

Van Alen is a mere matter of moon- 
shine. So far as the public is concerned, 
be is a myth as insolvent and as unsub- 
stantial as the Booger in the nursery 
tale. Other rich men without brains 
have been appointed to office. Other 
rich men have contributed largely to 
campaign funds, and received appoint- 
ments as the reward of ‘their interest in 
the party. But The World charges in 
effect that Van Alen bought his appoint- 
ment, and that Mr. Whitney- was the 
intermediary ‘through which the bargain 
was made. 

It is an easy matter for The World to 
say that it is not attacking Mr. Cleve- 
land in ‘this matter, but, in point of fact, 
it has tried to show that the appoint- 
ment was made by the president with 
knowledge of the character, equipment 
and campaign services of Vam.Alen, and 
that there has since been a coolness be- 
tween Mr. Whitney and Mr. Cleveland. 

All this is somewhat veiled, of course, 
on the stage which The World has erect- 
ed for the Van Alen side show. Horace 
White and Mr. Gilder pass to and fro 
and wave their hands in protest, but the 
drama proceeds progressively according 
to The World’s programme, and the 
climax of it all is an attack on Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. 

The World may-as well cease its ef- 
forts on this line.

We have the best authority for saying that 
never before in this city’s history have so 
many forgeries been committed or so many 
betrayals of confidence been brought to light 
as within the last seven or eight months. 
By betrayal of confidence we mean shortage 
in accounts, misappropriation of funds, and 
other polite terms for theft. Many cases have 
been brought to the attention of the police 
authorities of which the public know.nothing, 
and it is an open question whether this se- 
crecy does not tend to increase rather than 
diminish the commission of the particular 
crime of which we are speaking. 

he Star is of the opinivun that the 
young men who yielded to temptation 
were in a circle of society where their 
expenses were beyond ‘their means, and 
in order 'to keep pace with their set they 
appropriated the money of others. 

But what shall we say of the case of 
an old man, like John W. Washburn, the 
defaulting treasurer of the Old Colony 
railway, of Massachusetts? Washburn 
is seventy-five years old, and for thirty 
years he has held his position on a sal- 
ary of $4,500. It now turns out that he 
has ‘been systematically robbing the com- 
pany for twelve years and speculating 
with the money. His shortage may be 
nearly $100,000. . 

This old man was not ruined by any 
society ‘temptation. He had a specu- 
lative craze, and with the hope of sud- 
denly enriching himself he stole the mon- 
ey of his employers, expecting 'to replace 
it before he was detected. “His specula- 
tions were on the wreng side and ex- 
posure came, as #t always does in such 
cases. 

The desire to make money in a hurry 
and make it without work is a raging 
epidemic in this eountry, and it kills as 
surely as any other epidemic. It turns 
out every year a heavy crop of felons, 
lunatics and suicides. 

The fate of these uhfortunates is no 
warning. Hundreds of bright youngsters 
will read their story and then follow 
their- downward steps. Scores of old 
men will moralize over the fall of Wash- 
burn and, sooner or latter, commit the 
same crime. 

Our whole social, business and polit- 
ical system needs reconstruction before it 
goes too far on ithe road ‘to destruction. 
We waste time guarding against train 
robbers and anarchists when the most 
dangerous robbers are right here among 
us, in the very circles we appeal to for 
good examples and for the influences that 
should regulate and preserve society. 
The money craze seems to be wrecking 


everything.

TWO NEW WAR VESSELS. 


A Battle Ship. and a Cruiser to Be Con- 
structed. 


Washington, September 28.—Under the 
authority conferred by the last naval appro- 
priation bill, providing for the construction 
of two new vessels for the navy—one sea- 
going battle ship of 9,000 tons displacement 
ang one armored cruiser of 8,0UU tons dis- 
placement—proposals were today issued by 
the department for their construction. The 
proposgzls require that all armor, armor 
bolts, and tptir accessories, for use in the 
constructions of vessels excepting such as 
moy be required for protective decks, aré 
to furnished by the government, but the 
contractor is to furnish all rivets and other 
fastenings. The contract for construction 
of sea-goIng battle ship must contain pro- 
visions to the effect that the contractor guar- 
antees that when completed and tested for 
speed, in open sea, under conditions to be 
prescribed by the navy department, the 
speed developed “i the vessel upon such 
trial shall not be less than an average of 
sixteen knots per hour maintained success- 
fully for four consecutive hours, during 
which period the air pressure in the fire 
room shall not exceed an aVv@iBge of one 
inch of water, and for every quarter knot 
of speed so developed above the guarantee 
contract, he shall receive a premium over 
and above the contract price at the rate of 
$50,000; and for every quarter knot that 
the vessel fails of reaching the guaranteed 


-speed (sixteen knets) deduction on account 


of such failure to be made from the con- 
tract price at the rate of $25,000 per quar- 
ter knot. The contract for the construction 
of cruiser requires that she must develop 
a speed of not less than twenty knots, under 
the same conditions as are prescribed for 
the battle ship, with a premym allowance 
of $50,000 for every quarter kuot above the 
requi speed and a corresponding deduc- 
tion for every quarter knot she falls short 
of the guaranteed . Each vessel 
must be completed within three years from 


| the date of the contract and the proposals 


must include the construction of both ithe 
Vessel and her machinery complete in all re- 
spects.

Mr, Sam Hassell Was Fined, and the 
Three Other Defendants Released.

Kenan came in and spoke a few words to 
some one in the storé and started out when 
Mr. Hassell, who is employed at the store 
engaged him in conversation. In a half 
minute Hassell and Kenan clinched and 
were fighting. Mr, Douglas and Mr.. Kirt- 
land rushed up and tek a hand, but passed 
no blows.

Following the many declarations ef the holy 
see, particularly of Pius LX, of blessed mem- 
ory, and our present gloriously reigning holy 
father and: abiding with the direction of our 
episcopate and third peers council of Balti- 
more, with proverbial) gratitude we bear ut- 
terances of many of our right reverend bish- 
ops who, with great emphasis, demand the es- 
tablishing an maintenance of parochial 
schools, especially that of the most reverend 
and right reverend bishop of llinois. We 
protest emphatically against any attempt on 
the part of the state to infringe by any law 
the right of a oe particularily aby 
manner of state force 2 

Therefore we call upon all our Catholic fel- 
low citizens to give their votes only to such 
eandidates who take a correct stand on the 
school question. 

With the fullest submission to the desires 
of the holy church, the chief supreme pontiff 
and the bishops placed over us, we not only 
renounce all secret societies, strictly farbidden 
under penalty of ex-communication, but also 
those concerning which our ecclesiastical su- 
periors have deciared that they endanger good 
morals of the Catholic religion.
